REPORT FOR 1906. 


THE NILE SUPPLY AND SEASON, 


In his report upon the.irrigation service in| ; 
Egypt and the Sudan for the year 1906 Sir 


William Garstin says : — 


The year 1906 showed a decided improve- 
ment, as regards river discharges, over its 
immediate predecessors. For seven years pre- 


vious, the levels throughout the year had been 


persistently below the average, and in one case 
the river in summer fell to a point lower than 
any that had previously been. recorded. Last 
year the maximum height registered was that 
of an average, but not of a good flood. At the 


end of 1905 the prospects for the following 
season were far from satisfactory, as the gange 
readings at Wadi Halfa a some 40 
centimetres below the normal river-level for 
that period of the year. Everything seemed to 
point to a continaance of the conditions that 
had so long raled, and to indicate another 
year of poor supply. Early and abnormal rains, 
however, in the months of February and 
March brought.a timely supply down the Blue 
Nile, apd materially changed the aspect of 
affairs—donverting what must otherwise have 
been a bad summer into # good one. 

On May the ist the Blue Nile at Roseires 
stood 1.13 metres above the average of pre- 
vious years, and about this time the Sobatcom- 
menced to rise. Throughout the month in 
question the increase in both rivers was insig- 
nificant, bat in June the levels of the Blae 
Nile rose rapidly. The rise in the Sobat also 
continued, but at a normal rate. These in- 
creases in the south did not, however, produce 
asimilar effect in the . From the com- 
mencement of May the rrver-levels at Wadi 
Halfa commenced to fall. This drop continued 
antil the middle of Jane, when the effect. of 
the annual steady rise began to make itself 
apparent. This rise, therefore, as regards Egypt 
was a late one, and until the middle of July 
was very slow. Subsequent to this last date, 
the increase was normal, and the rise of the 
river was continuous until the 18th of Sep- 
tember, when the maximum height of 1% 
pics 20 kirats was registered upon the Aswan 
gauge. The fall of the river was also normal, 
and at the end of 1906 the levels at Wadi-Halfa 
were better than had been the case, at that 
season, in any one of the seyeo preceding 
years. Mr. Webb describes the measures taken 
for ensuring the effective distribution of 
water throughout the year, so | will not farther 
allude to them. I must, however; say some 
thing about the effective manner in which he, 
and his staff, regulated and controlled the water 
stored in the Aswan Reservoir, 

THE NILE RESERVOIR. 

The regulation of the dam sluices is a most 
intricate budiftess, demanding continual care 
and study of the river to the south. The sluices 
last’ year were so skilfally manipulated that 
the levels of the river downstream of the dam 
mere steadily increased, as the summer advane- 
ed, soasto correspond with and meet the increase 
in the demand for water in the north. The daily 
amount added to the river from the reservoir 
varied from six to twenty millions of cubic 
metres. It is difficult to speak too highly of the 
work here done by Mr. Macdonald, and his 
assistant, Mr. Cooper. Throughout the symmer 
months, thanks to their labours, as the demand 
in‘ Egypt increased, there was always more 
water forthcoming with which to meet it. 
Until the period of severe pressure (which 
ocoars annually in July, just before the arrival 
of the flood) arose, water was plentiful every- 
where, and the distribution gave but little 
tronble.

DEATH OF MR. DENMAN J. P. 


We regret to record the Kaun of Mr. T.W. 
Denman, J.P., whieh occurred recently at 
Retford, and we offer to his family and rela- 
tions our sincere condolences. The Denman 
family, of whom members have been residents 
in Egypt for several years, have been land 
owners in West and East Retford and neigh- 
bourhood for some hundred years, One of the 
family, Nicolas Denman of East Retford — 
whose old timbered house stood on or near the 
side of the national infants school, Grove Street, 
for about 300 years—married secondly Anne, 
danghter of Humphrey Hercy, Esq. and sister 
of Sir John Herey, Grove Hall, who at her 
brother's death, succeeded to the manor of 
West Retford, where they afterwards resided 
Her descendant was Anne Dedman, who it is 
stated was the grandmother of two Queens of 
England—Queen Mary II and Queen Anne— 
while ber sister Barbara ma: ried Edward Darrel 
Esq., of Horkstowe Manor, Lincolnshire. 

Of their five sons the youngest and sole 
survivor was John Darrel, B.A; M.D. who 
dying childless, founded the noble charity of 
the Holy Trinigy, West Retford. Thus Mr. 
Thomas Williah Denman was a collateral 
descendant of the original Dentman family as 
well as of the founder of the above named 
institation. Mr. Denman was proprietor in 
West Retford of some of the origimal lands, 
which were descended from his ancestor. He 
acted as solicitor to the Trinity “Hospital 
estate, and clerk to the Charch’and Poor Fund

in taxation. It is noteworthy also that with the

The facts 1 have marshalled should 
dispel once and for all any lingering mists of 
doubt on this sore, and baying thus cleared 
the ground I will proceed to show why I hold 
that a golden opportunity now exists in Egypt 
for the bond fide British investor, and I shall 
venture to indicate, quoting chapter and verse 
for my beliefs, certain safe investments, 


To the farsighted the recent Boorse troubles | ° 


will appear but a blessing in diaguise. Not 
only was a lgrger quantity of shares placed 
last winter on the Alexandria market’ than the 
members of the European colonies in Egypt 
could absorb, but practically no assistance was 
forthcoming from the numbers of wealthy 
natives, for these gentlemen limit themselves 
almost entirely, when they do invest their sav- 
ings, to the purchase of agricultural lands. 
Not having sufficient ready-money capital, 
Enropean purchasers of the new shares mal- 
tiplied their holdings by having recourse to 
the old expedient of borrowing from their 
bankers, depositing as cover first their gilt- 
edged bearer. securitiee—eg., National, and 
Agricultural, Bank of Egypt shares—and final- 
ly, as collateral cover, their newly-purchased 
shares. Seeing that the spirit of speculation 
was abroad, and that the concurrent and ex 
traordinary boom in buildingplets must sooner 
on latén bring disaster’ to many; the principal 
Banke were at first chaty of lending any but 
nominal sums on shares in the new companies, 
and finally refused altogether to lend anything 
atallon them. Driven into «corner when a 
few local failures caused the speculative bubble 
to’ burst, operators were not only nently 
unable to pay off their loans, or provide fresh 
marginal cover, but in many cases found them

VALUABLE. FINDS OF PAPYRI. 


OLD GREEK PLAYS RECOVERED. 


The Paris “Debats” publishes, a long and

“The Samian.” The Epi ites is a play in 
six acts, and treats of a-theme beloved of 
Greek playwrights : a betrayed maiden, a child 
whose birth is a secret to everybody but the 
mother ; and the complications which arise give 
the author free scope for the exercise of his 
imagination and art in dialogue. 

In the case of Menander, his popularity de- 

not on his .plots, but on the facility 
with which he transformed old types and served 
them up to his audience in a brillant pictare of 
contemporary manners, adorned with the 
choicest flowers of language. In the Epitre- 
pontes, Smikrines is all that the good judge 
should be, with, nevertheless, a few nataral 
defects of temper which give life and troth 
to the character. Perhaps the judgment acene 
is the best of the fragments discovered. 
Smikrines is going down the street, absorbed 
in his own private affairs, when Daos, th 
shepherd, and Syriskos, the charcoal burner, 
meet him, and ask him to decide between them, 
At first he sends them about their business with 
the words, “You poor wretches with skins on 
yoar backs begin talking to me about points 
of law!”

‘O, Daos, may 
yon prosper in all your undertaki@gs,’ and, 
enumerating all the good things that I might 
desire, ending up with, ‘Give me the child, 
and may you be happy and free from care! 
I have a wife whohas just had and lost an 
infant,’ by whom he meant that woman there, 
who is holding the child in her arms.,’

FINANCES OF THE VATICAN. 


—_—>—— 


The present condition of the Papal Finances 
is the subject of an exhaustive article in a 
French review. The expenditure Budget, which 
in the time of Leo XIII, amounted to about 
10,000,000 lire, bas under Pius X. been reduc- 
ed to 8,000,000 lire. Pope Pius X. ia very 
economical, at any rate as regards his own 
person. The greater part of the Papal expend 
iture is for the upkeep of the Court and the 
numerous active afid—pénsioned officials, while 
500,000 lire is set aside for education and 
charitable purposes. No longer has the Pope 
any Civil List to aid him to meet this expend- 
iture. It is true that the Italian Government 
has decreed to the Pope a subsidy of 3,225,000 
lire, which was approximately the amount of 
the Civil List at the Church States, bnt the 
Vatiean, which does not profess to recognise 
the Kingdom of Italy, has never aceepted this 
subsidy, which in the coorse of years would 
have increased to an enormous sum, had not 
the Italian Government ordered for its own 
security that every five years the interest 
should lapse. Therefore all expenditure has 
had to be met by the private Papal income, 
which is chiefly derived from the sale of bulls, 
the tale in posts and titles, and from the 
Peter's Pence. The Papal bulls bring in from 
1,000,000 to 2,000,000 lire. The sale of titles 
plays an important part in the Papal Budget. 
Papal dukes, counts, and barons are freely 
appointed ; hardly a day passes without a 
fresh addition to the nobility being registered 
at the Vatican. A ducal title costs 100,000 lire, 
while to be made a count costs 20,000 lire, and 
to be made a baronet about 10,000 lire. 

The chief source of income, however, is 
Peter's Pence. The amount for this fund col- 
lected in Germany, France, England, and 
America totals about 2,000,000 lire, Spain 
contributing 800,000 lire dnd Italy practically 
nothmg The Italian Catholics, and especially 
those of Rome, have an indestructible belief 
that the whole world is for the Pope and the 
Pope is for the Romans. Only lately, at the 
ateran Church in Rome, prondly called the

The main portion of Peter's Pence comes 
from France, where, however, the amount has 
been steadily diminishing during the last few 
year's; but greet efforts are now being made 
to popularise this fund, and on November 16, 
1908, special collections will be made through.
